I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District,  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  during  the  year  196?.  The  report  is  set  out  in  the  manner 
of  previous  reports,  so  that  comparison  with  former  years  can  easily  be 
made. 


The  health  of  the  Urban  District  during  the  year  under  review 
has  been  good  ani  there  was  no  xindue  incidence  of  infectious  diseases. 

In  so  far  as  the  vital  statistics  are  concerned  I would  again  drav;  the 
at jention  of  the  Council  to  the  relatively  low  birth  rate  and  the  relatively 
high  death  rate  for  the  District,  These  figures  do  not  in  any  way 
indicate  unhealt'ny  conditions  but  are  a direct  result  of  the  changing 
composition  of  the  population  and  are  a reflection  of  the  increasing 
numbers  of  older  people  coming  to  reside  in  the  area.  The  position  could 
be  reversed  by  the  introduction  of  industry  and  the  creation  of 
employment  to  attract  younger  families. 

Once  again  1 should  like  to  talce  this  opportunity  of 
e:cpres5ing  my  grateful  appreciation  to  the  Members  of  the  Council 
for  the  help  and  consideration  vdiioh  I have  received  and  for  the 
friendl;>'  co-operation  extended  to  me  by  my  fellow  Officers,

Ai’tei’  allowing  for  inward  and  outward  trcinsfers  the 
Registrar  General’s  figures  shov^  that  there  were  134  "births  (69  boys 
and  65  gii'ls)  in  the  Urbaii  District  during  196?,  being  40  births  less 
than  in  1966.  Of  these  births  7 were  illegitimate.  This  is  5.22^ 
of  the  total  live  births,  as  compared  with  4.59/°  1966, 


'The  birth  rate  of  any  area,  is  dependent  upon  the 
composition  of  the  population  in- that  area,  ; Obviously  a population 
with  a.  higi:i  proportion  of  persons  of  clUd  bearing  age  will  have  more 
births  per  1,000  of  the  population  than  an  area  with  an  ’unduly  large 
number  of  people  in  the  older  age  groups.  To  enable  the  birth  rates  of 
different  aneas  to  be  compared,  the  Registrar  G-eneral  provides  a 
"Comparability  Factoi’"  for  each  Local  Authority  area,  which  renders 
the  birth  rate  for  each  area  comp.arable  vlth  that  of  a district  the 
population  of  which  is  of  standard  age  and  sex  distribution.  The  birth 
rate  for  the  Urban  District  .adjusted  in  this  manner  is  increased  from 
ll,98fc  to  15,21/b  per  1,000  of  the  population.

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Urban  District  during 
1967  was  167.  Of  these  17  v/ere  deaths  of  non-residents  and  v^ere 
transferred  to  the  district  in  w'hich  the  persons  ordinarily  resided. 

There  were,  on  the  orher  hand,  6l  deaths  of  Urban  District  residents 
regmsterca  outside  the  District.  The  total  corrected  number  of  deaths 
assignee,  tc  the  District  'was  211  (36  males  and  125  females).  This  was 
19  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  gave  a crude  death  rate  of  18,87. 

This  crude  death  rate  cannot  bo  used  to  compare  the  mortality 
with  that  of  other  districts,  as  the  populations  of  all  areas  are  not 
similarly  constituted  as  regards  age  and  sex  distribution.  'The  Registrar 
General  supplies  an  "Area  Comparahility  Factor"  and  the  crude  dea.th  rate 
ziultipliea  by  tnis  figure  can  then  be  compared  uith  the  death  rate  of  the 
country  as  a wnole,  or  with  the  mortality  of  any  other  local  area.. 

The  corrected  death  rate  so  obtained  was  11.51^  per  1,000  of  the 
population  and  this  was  compared  -.ith  11,2)6  for  England  and  Wales,
